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This is a decision on the Petition Under 37 CFR 1.8(b) for 
Withdrawal of Improper Abandonment, filed November 4, 2005. The 
petition is properly treated under 37 CFR 1.181 (supported by 
evidence of compliance with 37 CFR 1.8(b)).
